Sib : I have the honor to submit the following information relative 
to the Spanish brig India, as directed in your letter of December 17 : 

The vessel arrived here on November 17 from Montevideo, was disin- 
fected the same day (for rats), and allowed to proceed with the discharge 
of her cargo on the following day, November 18, 1900. 

While the vessel was required to fly the quarantine flag until her 
cargo was out, no restrictions were imposed upon her which would 
interfere with the general business of the vessel. The captain had all 
the shore privileges, and agents and stevedores were allowed free com-
